His excellency the governor was announced, who appeared 
in the representatives* hall, and communicated to the two 
houses the following 

MESSAGE : 

Fellow citizens of the Council 

and House of Bepresentatives : 
. In accordance with the laws of the Territory, I have deem- 
ed it my duty to convene a special session of the legislative 
assembly, to enable the representatives ef the people to take 
such action in the early organization of a state government 
as will meet the Wants and wishes of their consutuents. 

At the last census of the inhabitants of the territory, her 
population was one hundred and fifty-fivre thousand ; and from 
the increased immigration since that period, her present popu- 
lation may now be cstimated^to exceed two hundred thou- 
sand. 

By the <^cial returns made to the office of the secretary 
of the territory, of the Votes given ** for and against State 
Government," it appears that a large majority of the people 
are in favor of a state government. The preparatory steps, 
it would seem, can be taken for the election of a convention 
to form a coi^tution and submitting it to the people of the 
territory, as weH as to the congress of the United States, at 
their next session, in time for the admission of Wisconsin as 
an independent state of this Union, as the next is the com- 
mencement of a new congress, and a long session of that body. 
In that event the State of Wisconsin will give her electoral 
vote at the next presidential electron in 1848. 

The admission of Wisconsin as a state, will promote the 
Vest interests of her people ; they will have a representation 
in both houses of congress ; they will participate in all the 
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advantages of a government cteated by themselves^ fotmded 
on the equal rights of all, and whi?n the expressed Toice of 
(he people wilt b^ the snpreme law of the dtate* The Ama- 
tion of 500,000 acre3 of land, to* which the ftftare State of 
Wisconsin will be entitled, under the prorisions of ah act of 
congress entitled ** an act to appropriate the proceeds df the 
sale of public lands, and to grant pre-emption rights," approred 
September 4th, 1841, will be greatly lessened in value hefoie 
Wisconsin becomes a state, as the choice lands have aliready 
been sold, and the refuse lands will remain, from which the 
selection will be made, unless they are located north of the 
Wisconsin river. 

The lands granted by congress for schools and a lihiversi- 
ty will not be available until after the admission of Wiscon- 
sin as a state* Five per centum on the nett ptodeeds of the 
sales of the public lands sold at the laiid office in this terri- 
tory, to which the state of Wisconsin will be entitled on hi?r 
admission into the Union, would have paid the eipenises of ^ 
state government for the last fire years. 

The people of this territory have paid into the United 
States treasury, since the organization of the territorial gov- 
ehiment, near four millions of dollars in paytaient for the 
public lands ; and the amount appropriated by congress for 
the improveinent of harbors and roads, &c., in the territory, 
is one hundred and si^Lty-seven thousand dollars. This state 
otf things will reinain as bng as the territorial govienid^^t 
exists^ 

The! states (^Illinois and Missouri were adtoittod members 
of the Union when the population of those states did not e]> 
ceed one hUndted and thirty thousuhd inhabitttnts. In lh& 
admission of tili of the western states, none of thbtn had a 
population equal to the present |)Qimlation.of the ter^itDry df 
Wisconsin. The future state of Wtseoasin will eombkie as 
many advantages as any other portion of ^e United <9lfttes ; 
her great extent of territory, the fertility of her soil^ the salu- 
brity of her climate, with commercial advantages unsurpassed 
on our inland seas and hattgablcriv^ ; brer inexhanstifote nf^)^- 
eral wealth, composed of lead iron, and copper mine8> wil^lh^ 
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most eirtensive pine lumber regiim in the Vnite4 Sitiifi with 
an intelligent, enterprising population-Hmay wo not coiifip 
dently hope that Wisconsin will be the happy abode of mit- 
lions of freemen, and that her march will be onward until 
Bhe filh the high dertinythat awaits her. 

The present legislative assembly havmg boon coaTeaed 
for a special purpose, I have not deemed tbo pre s o t an ap- 
propriate occasion to make any suggestions, except in rela- 
tion to the organisation of state gOTemment. 

Be assured, fellow citizens, you will have my eo«operatioii 
in the support of all such measures as will promote the good 
of the people you represent.

be found the following under the heading of " Wisconsin ter- 
ritory :'* ** For compensation and mileage of the members of 
the legislative assembly, pay of officers and attendants, 
printing, stationery, fuel and other incidental and contingent 
expenses, thirteen thousand seven hundred dollars : Provided^ 
That only so much of the foregoing appropriation for Wis- 
consin territory shall be drawn from the treasury as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of said territory until the 
formation of a state government therein, and the admission 
of said state into the Union.". 

The above appropriation is applicable to the payment of 
the expenses of any legal sessions of the legislature held 
within the fiscal year for which it was made. My instruc- 
tions for the disbursement of the public money are general, 
and are principally to be found in a letter from' the first 
comptroller of the treasury under date of April 16th, 1^6, a 
copy of which is herewith enclosed.

Sir — ^In reply to your enquiries dated 26th ultimo, I have 
to state that the disbursements which you may make in pay- 
ment of expenses incurred or authorized hy the legislative as- 
sembly of Wisconsin, for and at any 5tession, that can be al- 
lowed here, are such only as have been estimated for by the 
secretary of the treasury, and the object been appro red by 
congress, (vide chap. 259, sec. 21, act of congress approved 
August 29, '42.) — Also, that for these you can be allowed 
in the aggregate only to an amount equal to what has been 
appropriated by congress to defra}^ the expenses of such ses- 
sion, (vide chap. 29. sec. 1, article 117, act of congress,. ap- 
proved May 18, '42.) — Further that you could not be allow- 
ed credit for any payment that you might make to the late 
secretary, whose accounts will be adjusted at this depart* 
ment, and credit be given to him in said adjustment for every 
disbursement which he may have lawfully made, whether the 
same had in fact been paid out of his proper funds, or out of 
the money advanded to him by the United States for that 
purpose. 

As money has been advanced to Mr. Floyd from the treas- 
ury of the United* States, for which he has not yet accounted, 
any money that might be ascertained and certified here to be 
owing to him, on any account would be placed to his credit, 
instead of being paid to him,' or his order, for the treasury 
practice and duty of its pay-officers to the public and to- 
wards the sureties of an ex-officer, require such pay-officers 
to withhold all payments from an ex-officer, until a balance 
account has been stated, showing that hh is a creditor of the 
United States and similar considerations require that you 
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should not malce any payment whatsoever to your predeces* 
sor. 

Finally, it does no* appear ihat the secretary of the treasu- 
ry included in his estimate of legislative expenses tot the year
